The Societe des Instruments 
Anciens of France have placed the 
American musical public under deep 
obligation by sending here the quin- 
tet of admirable artists who appeared 
in the Normal concert course at Pease 
Auditorium last evening. Not only 
are these oldtime instruments of the 
eighteenth century of delightful qual- 
ity, but the music written for them is 
characterized by the delicacy and fra- 
gility, and, it must be admitted, arti- 
ficiality of the period of Watteau and 
Fragonard, Marie Antoinette and the 
Little Trianon. Quaint in shape, the 
instruments have undeniable charm-~ 
the viola d’ amour especially proving 
far sweeter and meUower in tone than 
the modern second violin. 


The quinton, which’ corresponds to 
the first violin, is smaller and mora 
of the hour-glass shape than its suce 
cessor; and both these oldtime in~ 
struments are thicker than the mod- 
ern ones. The handles are also dif- 
ferent—-the viola d’ amoutr has seven 
keys, and the viola de gambe, a short- 
er ’cello, has a swan-like curve. The 
basse de viole is not so different from 
our bass viol. The harpe lu th, how- 
ever, is entirely novel, a com'bination 
of harp and lute, much smaler than 
the harp, and far more sonorous than 
the lute, owing partly to its: quaint 
sounding board. Its tone is like a 


its deeper notes 
give balance to the ensembles In 
her solos on this instrument, Mme. 
Casadeus showed it to be very dif- 
ferent from the modern harp. In 
one, the effect was of a lively con- 
versation between the two hands. 


Casadeus, in his “Concert” for 
the viola d’ amour, gave that instru- 
ment an abiding place in the favor of 
all lovers of music. In the dainty 
dances, especially the gay little 
“Rondo,” and in the wonderfully love- 
ly and tender “Andante,” with its 
touch of pathos, the rare beauty and 
depth of tone, the clarity of phrasing 
and the irresistible charm of the mu» 
sic were most skillfully brought out. 
In the ensemble, the exquisite finish 
and complete unity of the playing 
were equally striking. Although this 
music demands for the most part, 
lightness of tone and touch, 
were occasional bits where the pos- 
sibilities of sonorous tone weré:

The dainty dances of the period! 
were depicted, fairly visualized, thru 
the playing of the artists. Gayety, 
formal courtesy, gallantry, paint and 
powder, wigs and silk and velvet—3 
the era of courts and intrigue—all of 
these were written into the music so 
b eraneitely presented. In the ex- 
pression of touch of formality, and in 
nicety of shading, the fascination of 
such playing as these artists gave last 
evening is beyond expression. The 
impression, for instance ,of the 
“theme and variations” in the Nico- 
ley quartet was of filmy lacework 
arabesquerie; but in contrast, the 
“Branle Double” of the Monsigny 
“Ballet de la Royne,” following the 
stately movement “Chaconne,” wags

Unity of World In Attitude 
Against Austria 


SOCIALIST VOTE 
ONLY ONE OPPOSED 


sentiment For War On Turkey 
And Bulgaria Promises 
Another Fight 4 


‘Washington, Dec. 8-Having shown 
the world America’s unity by prac- 
tically unamiously declaring war a- 
gainst Austria, congress rested to- 
day. Meanwhile committees forged 
ahead. on the great appropriation 
measures. 


In the first four days of the war 
session, both houses and senate gave 
Striking evidence of their determin- 
ation to win the war in the earliest 
possible time and along the broad 
lines Pres. Wilson outlined in his 
opening message. 

Unanimous action against Austria- 
excepting the single negative vote 
by Meyer London, socialist =- was 
hailed as a clarion declaration to the 
world of American unity. 


Beside the coming tussle between 
wealth conscriptionists and bond ad- 
vocates, sentiment for a declaration 
of war on Turkey and Bulgaria prom- 
ises to develop another fight. Sen. 
Borah, Idaho, expects to introduce a 
war resolution against these two 
vassals of Germany. Borah believes 
congressional sentiment is strong e- 
nough to pass the measure despite 
opposition from administration forces 


A clear majority in both houses is 
ready to vote on the war resolution 
the minute assurance is given that 
Americans have safely escaped from 
Turkey, accordnig to advocates of 
the measure. 

The Austrian declaration left an 
aftermath of legislation. Represent- 
ative Sabath, Illinois, asked for ex- 
emption from alien enemy registra- 
tion on behalf of Bohemians, Morav- 
ians, Slovaks, Poles, Serbs, Croatians 
and other Sects “who have been sub- 
ject to its will, without their con- 
sent.” Efforts probably will be made 
also by members from districts with 
a large Austrian population engaged 
in munition and mining works. 

Tuesday, the House takes up the 
first of the big supply measures the 
post office appropriation bill carrying 
$336,000,000. 

Election contests also are sched- 
uled for Tuesday, when the house 
convenes. The judiciary committee 
may formally report the woman’s 
suffrage and national prohibition res- 
olution at that time also.

St. John, N. B., Dec. 8.—Declar- 
ing he at first thought the entire city 
had been blown up, and that he did 
not regain his senses until after he 
had labored long.in the work of pull- 
ing injured and dead from beneath 
wreckage, © 
of Portland, Maine today told the 
United Press of his experiences in 
Halifax when the munition ship Mont 
Blane blew up in the harbor. 

A graphic description of the wreck- 
age, the broken, bleeding bodies, the 
pall of smoke that hung over the 


‘town, and made more ghastly the 


screams of the injured, came from the 
lips of Williams over the telephone 
to St. John from Windsor, where he 
had been sent with other wounded. 
Word received here stated that res- 
cue crews are working valiantly to- 
day in the teeth of a fierce northeast- 
er. ‘Bodies are being removed from 
deep drifts of snow in many places. 


Williams was buried by  fiying 
wreckage. 
“L was” Standing on Barrington: 


street waiting for a car,’ said- Wil- 
liams, “when I felt the sidewalk 
shake, the roar that followed made 
me thing that the whole city had 
blown up.” 


“Insanity” was the word he used 
to describe the scenes that follow- 


ed. Screaming women, weeping 
men, distracted children mingled in 
the torn streets. 


“I remember hearing the 
noise,” he continued, “but for some 
time after that I did not know any- 
thing. I had been struck by a flying 
brick from a chimney. My side is 
very sore and I am bruised, but I am 
lucky. 


“All below me when I awoke was 
a mass of flames. For miles it seem- 
ed to me that every building had been 
destroyed. It seemed as if some 
force had turned the foundations of 
the buildings to jelly. They had. sim- 
ply crumbled and sunk toa jumbled 
Shambles. 


“People were dashing through the 
streets. Some were part’ dressed, 
others with blood streaming from 
wounds. Others mutilated beyond 
hope of identification, were lying in 
the streets, some at my very feet. 

“I tried to run toward Hollis street. 
The wreckage was indescribable. 
Buildings I had passed only a short 
time before were lying ruins. Only 
then did I realize the full force of the 
blast that had struck the town. I 
began to hurry into the north end, 
where most of my friends lived. 
met men and women, tears in their 
eyes, blood on their faces, searching 
for lost friends and relatives. One

The 
city swam before me. 

“When I left Halifax (yesterday) 
there were still men and women in 
the wreckage. All estimates of the 
dead must be guess work, for it is 
impossible now to calculate.”

Justice Harris of Halifax, chairman 
of the citizens’ finance committee, is- 
sued the following statement today: 

“The committee-of the citizens of 
Halifax was appointed to make a pub- 


lic statement on the damage to the ~ 


city of Halifax and the town of Dart- 
mouth and after as careful a survey 
as possible of the damaged area the 
committee reported that while every 
building in Halifax and Dartmouth 
was more or less damaged the devas- 
tated area is found near the scene of 
the explosion and embraces chiefly 
districts occupied by workers and the 
poorer classes. 


“Between three and four thousand 


of such dwellings have been com- 
pletely destroyed by the explosion or 
by fire. 

“The number of those affected is 
estimated at 25,000 and while, of 
course, the circumstances of all or 
even most of them cannot be ascer- 
tained until each case is investigated, 
yet it is feared that the destitute 
poor in the area will number upwards 
of 20,000 and their actual loss and 
the estimated cost of their temporary 
maintenance will reach between $25,- 
000,000 and $30,000,000. 

“It is to be clearly understood that 
in this estimate the number of per- 
sons rendered destitute are consider- 
ed, and this is the portion of the pop- 
ulation of Halifax and Dartmouth 
least able to bear the loss and which 
must be immediately relieved by gen- 
erous assistance of their fellow-citi- 
zens throughout Canada.”
